w ith E n th u sia stic V isitors. 
OP.OVILI.E, Jauuary sth.—The second day ot 
the state Citrus la ir showed up to even greater 
advantage than yesterday, as all the exhibits 
are now finished aud things are running more 
smoothly. 
The wea 
er continues chilly, but 
not enough to frighten off the visitors. 
To-day's excursion trains brought up great 
crowds of visitors, some of whom will remain 
the rest ot the week while others return to­ 
night. A LUI., jritv O f these are from Marysville, 
Sacramento and San Franc isco, while á great 
mauy are here alto ftom Chico, Red Blutl aud 
the norther cities. 
Governor Waterman arrived this morning and 
spent the entire day and a portion of this even­ 
ing in the Favlllon. He expressed him self as 
greatly surprised at its magnificence. 
Secretary of state Hendricks arrived this 
morning aud was greatly pleased with the ex ­ 
hibition. 
Directors battue, Green, Hancock 
and Secretary sm ith, ot the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture, are among other uotab.es in atteud- 
ance. They w ill remaiu all week. 
Hotel room 
is scarce, but the committee provides accommo­ 
dations iu private residences. 
Six sleeping cars are at the depot also for the 
accommodation of visitors, so that all are pro­ 
vided for. 
The local managers of the fair are consider­ 
ably exercised over the report em anating from 
a can Francisco paper to the effect thut at the 
end of the week the fair is to be removed to 
San Francisco. They announce that it is not 
their iutention to move the exhibits at al , m i­ 
les. it be to Chicago or New York. 
They posi­ 
tively w ill not go to San Francisco. 
Literary aud musical exercises were held at 
the Pavilion this evening. After several selec­ 
tions by the Oroville Military Hand, Rev. I. T. 
Garver of Oroville was introduced. The rev­ 
erend geullem au made an eloquent address, 
saying he could compare the exhibition to 
nothing he had ever seen. 
“I see before me," 
he said, ' the work ot ages of civilization, and 
were I to choose a text to preach from upon 
what I see I would name it ’Eureka.’ Califor­ 
nians must be proud of this wouderlul display. 
I was born in Indiana, almost on tite same 
parallel of lat.tude as California. Compare the 
scene there to-night with what is before me 
now. 1 always longed for California. 
It was a 
dream to me. 
Xow I am pioud that I have 
been adopted as a son of this great state, and I 
promise to be ever loyal to her.” 
The speaker congratulated the people of the 
north upon their success in citrus culture, but 
called upon .hem not to stop now iu their lirst 
effort. 
Music by the Oroville chorus of forty voices 
followed, after which Secretary of State Hend­ 
ricks addressed the assemblage briefly in a con­ 
gratulatory vein. 
H. M. Lattue also made a 
short but eloquent address.

S an Jose, January Sth.—'The funeral of Gen­ 
eral John k. Brierly of Los Angeles, who died 
iu this city on Monday last, was Held to day un­ 
der the an-pices of the Grand Lodge, Knights 
of Pythias, assisted by the subordinate Ledges. 
Graud chancellor T. G. Crowley of san Fran­ 
cisco, and other Grand Officers’ w eic present. 
Services were held in Grand Armv Hall. An 
address was delivered by Rev. P. C. Minton 
The ceremonies o f the order were held at the 
grave in Oak H ill Cemetery. There wras a large 
attendance. 
HIS I.AST ILLXSS3, 
For some tim e past Mr Brierly, ever active 
on behalf of Los Angeles, has been engaged in 
arranging for the sale ot certain of her bonds, 
w hich, ow ing to legal complications, are some­ 
what involved. In connection with this busi­ 
ness be lias spent much of his tim e at Sacra­ 
mento and San Francisco.

He made light of the matter for a tim e, but on 
the 28 h of November came down to visit his 
sister to have the benefit o f the milder climate 
nere, as w ell as the more potent good of the 
care and nursing ot his friends, 
From this 
sickness he never wholly recovered, though he 
did not take to his bed until last Friday. 
The disease is supposed to be the outcome of 
an illness with which he was afflicted several 
years ago and which developed dropsical ten­ 
dencies. It resulted finally in diabetes aud 
affected the brain. 
For s o m e weeks past Mr. 
Brierly has seemed at t i m e s to be iu a dazed 
condition alternating with periods of his usual 
m ental clearness and activity. These periods, 
however, became gradually less frequent and of 
shorter duration. 
Since Christmas his brain has never been 
clear and strong for any length of time. 
A few 
days ago he seemed to rally and appeared quite 
bright and cheerful. He spoke merrily to some 
of liis friends of a by-gone frolic and laughed 
w iih something of his old hearty geniality. In 
one of these moments of mental clearness he 
spoke of makiug his w ill, and asked tor Calvert 
T. Bird to assist him in doing so 
Before Mr. 
Bird arrived, however, the momentary lucidity 
was passed. 
On Sunday he complained, for the first time, 
of sensation's of pain in the head and back, aud 
when tome friends who had been with him 
during the evening left the room, he seemed to 
give lip and sink into unconsciousness. 
He was 
attended by Dr. C. H. Hervey and Lr Thorne, 
who did all* in the power o f human skill to re­ 
vive him, but in vain. 
The strong, clear brain, so full of usefulness 
to the ."tale and his fellow men, wa.t fast being 
locked iu i he tighening bands of paralysis. 
He 
was breathing softly and \ eacelully yesterday 
morning about 8 o’clock, and shortly before 9 
his brother-iu-law, Mr. Tarlton, left the room 
for a moment. In a short lim e the nurse called 
him. Mr. Brierlv had ceased to breathe and 
the pulse was still. 
Death had come to him thus so gently and 
peacefully that the moment of its touch w as uu 
known to any save the sufferer, to whom it 
brought rest from his labors and th¿ cessation 
of pain. 
Mr. Brierly was a member of the Knights of 
Pythias, and was one of the Grand Officers of 
tile Order. 
He also belonged to the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen, and was at one 
tim e a member of the Red Men. He belonged 
to the Baptist Church, aud was baptized into it 
in San Jose while quite a young man. 
He died intestate, and leaves no relatives save 
his sister, Mrs. Tarlton, a half brother, Dr. 
Conant Brierly, of Los Angeles, and a nephew, 
Ben Brierlv, or Seattle. 
Though he has been an active aud successful 
business man nil his life, such was his open­ 
handed generosity to his relatives, his friends, 
his party, his town, his Sta'e aud the poor that 
he accumulated very little, and it is estimated 
that his estate will not exceed 810,000.

The body is now at the Morgue. The deceased 
was born in San Jose eleven years ago. 
He was 
a bright-looking lad and was still in knicker­ 
bockers. His face, even after death, retaiued a 
cheerful, sm iling expression. 
The theory generally accepted is that the lad 
had obtained some sensational dim e novels, and 
had become inspired with an ambition to emu­ 
late heroes of these romances, securing bis 
father’s pistol he stayed out all night. 
Where 
he spent his time has not yet been discovered, 
but it was probably alone, and he must have 
become so wrought up by brooding over his 
action that he magnified its consequences. Sud­ 
denly m eeting his father this morning inspired 
him with more fear, aud in a moment of child­ 
ish terror he ended what might possibly have 
been a brilliant carer.

COAST 
R A IL W A Y S. 


L oss o f th e S o u th ern P a c ific b y th e R e ­ 
c en t S torm s. 
San F rancisco, January 8th.—Now that the 
storm is over, iabroad men are looking over the 
field and summing up the damages. Tne South­ 
ern Pacific Company is the heaviest loser, it be- 
iDg estimated that the sum of 8500,000 will be 
required to repair the damages to its line. 
The 
greatest damage was caused by the washouts in 
Soledad Canyon, aud the company intends to 
guard «g'iim t them in the future. 
Instead of the line which has ju t been re 
paired and which follows the course of the 
river, the company intends to build an entire 
new road from Acton to Saugus, a distance 
of twenty-two miles. The new line " ill be to 
the south o f the present one, aud will be built 
on the m ountain’s face, high up beyond the 
reach of floods from the overflowing Soledad 
river. At present there are six bridges over the 
river, but the new line w ill require but one, at 
Saugus. 
It is stated that the surplus of the Southern 
Pacific Company last year was 81,509.000. As on 
July 1st there was a deficit o f Sl.fy 0 090. the last 
six months’ business has cleared up for the 
company at least 83,000 000 over and above ex 
penses. December's expenses were very large, 
owing to the heavy losses referred to. As a 
counterbalance to some extent, however, the 
c mpany has saved the running expenses of 
trains on several lines. 
Owing to the dissolution of the Western State 
Passenger Association, a rate war is raging in 
the Northwest, aud both the Northern Pacific 
and Union Pacific lines have reduced the fare 
between St. Paul and Chicago from S'.» to 86. 
Local scalpers are unhappy. The Union Pacific 
and other lines, it is said, are freely offering 
hotel runners a commission of S6 on all passen­ 
gers booked for Chicago. This is merely a cut 
iu rates under the name of a commission. 


T H E SCO TTISH R IT E . 


H ea v y S a les D u rin g th e Y ear B etw ee n 
B ed d in g an d R o se v ille. 
San F rancisco, January 8th.—The reports of 
land sales made by the Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Land Departments during the 
year 1889, have been made public. That the 
companies have no cause to complain is self- 
evident, for there were sold 198,477.63 acres for 
a total price of 874?,456 42. Of these figures the 
land grant of the Central Pacific Road must be 
credited with sales aggregating 153 000 acres for 
8548,954 81. aud the la: d grant of the Southern 
Pacific Road with 15,477.63 acres for 8199,501 61. 
The majority of the sales in the Central Pa­ 
cific Division were made between Redding and 
Roseville. The average price per acre was, ex­ 
clusive of 5,000 acres sold in Utah, 84. In 1884 
the average price was 82 y4 per acre: in 1887, 
81 75: in 1886, 81 03; in If83, 82 31. In the latter 
year 808.0 0 acres were sold. 1884, 398,000 acres; 
1887,237,090 acres; 1888, 70,000 acres. The largest 
single sale was 50 000 acres in Butte county. In 
El Dorado county th eic was a sale of 7,000 acr. s. 
In an interview William H. Mills, Land Agent 
for the Central Pacific road, said: “The )ail- 
road lands sold in this State north of the San 
Joaquin valley amounted to fully 8300,000. Our 
sales in Oregon w ill run up to about the same 
figures. In both States the demand for timber 
land was great. In Oregon one firm of M ichi­ 
gan lumber dealers invested over 81,000 000 buy­ 
ing timber lands, a part of which they placed 
w itbiu the lim its o f our grant up there. 
Most 
of the purchases made here were by hom e peo­ 
ple. The highest priced timber lands sold were 
in the neighborhood of Mount Shasta, where 
from 829 to 825 per acre was obtained. Timber 
tracts are fast going into private hands, the 
National Government getting rid of its posses­ 
sions very rapidly. It is the sale* made by the 
latter that is keeping the price of similar rail 
road lands down, but it w ill be but a short time 
when, owing to a scarcity, timber tracts in Cali­ 
fornia w ill bring a very big price.”

Washington, January 8th —General Crook 
has just returned fri ra Mount Vernon barracks, 
Ala . whither he went to investigate the condi 
tion of the Apache Indians confined there. He 
tells a moving story of the sufferings they have 
endured at ihe bauds of the United ctates. 
General Crook was deeply affected by the dis­ 
covery of the melancholy situation and his re 
cital to the President and the Secretary of War 
lias determined them to do something to repair 
the great injustice done these Indians. 
"They are living.” said Generat Crook to-day, 
“in a policed camp with nothing to do, and are 
hopeless aud dying 
borne of them, it is true, 
work on th e* road, and wheu 1 went to their 
camp some of them were raking up leaves. Any 
one who understands the Indian nature and the 
love of freedom can sympathize with this terri­ 
ble contrast. The clim ate i> widely different. 
Arizona is a mouuiainous country ai rl Alabama 
is a country hot and full of malaria, biroog 
men take consumption and die in two months. 
“Ninety of the children of these Apaches were 
taken from them and sent to school at Carlisle. 
Pa. Forty of them died. When I wenr into 
camp the Indians crowded around me, shook 
hands, pulled at my arms, patted me or the 
back and hugged me 
They stood and looked 
at me with tears In their eyes—too full for utter­ 
ance. They had given up hope and said they 
never expected to see me again. Chatto, touch­ 
ing the medal President Cleveland had given 
him . and which he still w oie on his brezst, said 
reproachfully: ‘I thought 1 got this for beiug 
faithful and'keeping my word: yet I am here.’ 
“These people are in a pitiable condition. 
A ll they want is a place to live in and some­ 
thing to do. They w ill farm, they w ill work: 
they will raise up their children and have a fu­ 
ture, if they are only given a chance.” 
General Crook was asked who was responsi­ 
ble, and replied: 
“ 1 scairely know. It was the fault of both 
the army and the Iudiau Office.”

The 
only people aware of these trysts were the maid 
and valet of the principal?, who served as the 
medium through which a co ircspocdeuce was 
carried on and the m eetings arranged 
Thu maid, whether through carelessness or 
spite, lost one oi the letters intrusted to her, and 
it was picked up by the Duchess, the mother of 
Augusta, before the maid could recover it. The 
letter was impassioned aud eloquent, burning 
with, the love s >ng of the smitteu Parisian, but 
it led up to the suggestion of an elopem ent, 
implored flight and p ctured th-* ideal life of 
love ill the pastoral lauds o f America. 
The Duke aud Duchess were corsum ed with 
rage at this discovery. 
So high did tne feeling 
run at court that the ducal chamberlain chal­ 
lenged the Frenchman to a duel, aud the lover 
fell mortally wounded. 
As he fell the French­ 
man tore open his tunic, and there, pressed 
against his heart, was a handkerchief belong­ 
ing to the Princtfs. 
Toward it hla hand feebly 
moved, ami he died at the moment he had 
seized the lace and was struggling to carry it to 
his lips. 
For weeks the Princess sobbed about the pal­ 
ace, until her parents were convinced that her 
sorrow must have some relief or she would 
grow insane. They s u g g e ste d marriage w iih 
Prince William of Prussia, and the Princsss 
gave her indifferent c o n s e n t, careless and 
thoughtless of what m ight become of her.

and the deer slayers. The creatures who 
have been living at the expense of law- 
abiding people for years—the Greeks and 
Chinese along the rivers and bay, and the 
long-'naired, lazy fellows who inhabit the 
hills for the purpose of killing deer at all 
seasons—have apparently about reached 
the ends of their ropeB. 
The present Commission has wafted such 
an energetic war upon all who deal in con­ 
traband deer-skins that the latter have 
come to realize the fact that they cannot 
afford to risk their reputations by receiving 
in trade hides taken in au unlawful m an­ 
ner. Such business is becoming disreputa­ 
ble, and decent men are washing their 
hands of it. 
The deputies of the Commission are now 
showing great activity in counties where 
the deer law was never before observed. 
Deputy A. T. Sm ith, of H um boldt county, 
especially, has been doing good work. Last 
m onth he caused the arrest of the members 
of the firm of Davis & Davis, of Fortuna, for 
having iilega! deer skins in their posses­ 
sion, and E. S. Philips, a Rhonerville 
merchant, pleaded guilty to the charge of 
having deer skins in his possession not 
show ing the sex of the uniiua), and was 
fined $50. 
Referring io the former case, the H um ­ 
boldt Times says : “W hile a search w arrant 
was being procured to search the premises 
ot Davis & Davis, of Fortuna, Deputy Fish 
Commissioner Sm ith kept an eye on the 
back entrance of the premises, and caught 
a youog man named Elliott, in the employ 
of Davis & Davis, m aking his escape with 
a burdle of deerskins under his arm .

Overseer Silas Chance, who was known to 
have in view the cutting of a canal to re 
lieve the road south of W hisky H ill of the 
drainage water held there, and to have it 
turned off into the Kims’ lake bottom. 
County Surveyor Boyd had, at the re­ 
quest of Overseer Chance, m ade a survey of 
the locality w ith a view to such action, 
and subm itted his report thereof, which is 
as follow s: 
S acram en to , January S, 1S99 
To the Honorable lioard of Supervisors—G e n ti e- 
men: P ursuant to an order from S. Chance 
Road O verseer ot P.oad D istrict No. 11,1 have 
m ade an exam ination an d survey of th e Lower 
S tockton road from W hisky llirl to E lder creek 
for th e purpose o f establishing a general plan 
for the proposed d rain d itch to d rain th e Lower 
Stockton road, w hich, durin g an d after heavy 
rains, is hooded iur a distance of over three- 
q u arters o f a m ile to a d epth of from one to two 
feet or m ore, thereby seriously im pelling travel 
a n d causing no incons derable am ount of dam ­ 
age to th e road aud th e lauds adjacent thereto. 
As noted in m y prelim inary report on this 
subject, ib is proposed d rain ditch is th e most 
p racticable end feasible m ode w hich could be 
adopted tor th e proper d raining of th is road. 
I i constructed in accordance wi'.h th e pro­ 
posed plan, this drain w ill he of m aterial bene 
fit to one of the m ost im portant roads leadlug to 
th is city, aud the county generally largely ben ­ 
efited thereby. 
'lh e proposed ditch is to have a regular grad­ 
ien t of 2.Ks feet fall per m ile from the bed of the 
ex istiu g ditch at Coyle's c truer to a point w ith­

In lurtberar.ee of the gererAi plau of recla­ 
m ation and drainage, I would 
respectfully 
recom m end a concentration of th e bridges on 
tbu roa l at Mr. H ack's into one bridge over the 
m ain channel of E lder creek, the raisicg of a 
sm all bank on th e west side o f th e cree-k in Mr. 
E heplar's field, about 500 eet in length, for the 
purpose of confining th e w ater into one well- 
definc-d channel, and lengthening the bridge 
over E lder creek, about 600 feet south of the Six 
M ile House, by conver.iug the two bridges there 
located Into one. 
F urtherm ore, Hie channel of E lder creek 
should be graded to conform to the general plan 
aud extended from Myron Sm ith’s to Sims’ lake.

J. 0. Boyd, County Surveyor. 
T he reading of the report precipitated a 
discussion that consumed the rem ainder of 
the day’s session. 
Joseph Sims said it was very strangethat 
whenever it was proposed to relieve the 
road of drainage water, nearly everyone 
wanted the water dum ped into Sim s’ lake. 
The fact WH3 that the stoppage of the city 
drainage canal was responsible for ail the 
trouble experienced, by backing up Willow 
slough. 
le t that canal be opened and im ­ 
proved as it should be, aud all difficulty 
would be removed. Some years ago prop- 
erty-owners in that vicinity had allowed 
the city to cut the caual through the nat­ 
ural ridge which separates Sim’s lake from 
the “Pocket," with the understaudicg that 
the canal should be continued through to 
tide-water. 
But the city sim ply opened 
the way to throw the drainage into Sims’ 
lake. The prcperty-owners went into the 
Courts, and now have a decision that em­ 
powers them to close that cut, and they do 
not propose to lie idle and have their lands 
m ade a reservoir for water lying on other 
people’s lands. 
Supervisor Greer said the county had 
helped in extending the drainage canal, 
and he himself had a contract for doing 
some of the work—that 
between 
the 
“ Pccket" and the Hatch place, near Sims’ 
lake. 
Tiie ridge is this side of Freeport, 
and the depth of the cut through it ¡9 from 
14 to 1G iset. Beyond that point there was 
quite a caual cut through other lands. He 
did the work and knew all about it. Sim s’ 
lake is a receptacle for the drainage of that 
section, and for the reason that the drain­ 
age canal runs into it. 
H e wanted to see 
the canal opened up and the drainage 
w ater carried on out of that lake into 
Snodgrass Slough, and the Supervisors 
should help do the work and were willing 
to do so. Other work on the drainage canal 
had been done near Georgetown. AH that 
is necessary now is some cutting to let the 
water into Snodgrass Slough. 
But here 
comes in another obstacle. 
A threat was 
m ade before the Board on the preceding day 
that if this were done, or attempted to be 
done, a resident of that locality would sue 
to enjoin the Board; and this, notw ith­ 
standing the fac. that Snodgrass Slough is 
a navigable waterway. It placed the Board 
in an em Karrassing position. If it seeks to 
relieve cne locality a tn it is threatened, 
and then when it proposes to do something 
to relieve both a sim ilar threat ¡3 made. 
Silas Chance saiii lie had, in the pursuit 
of his work as Overseer of lhe road district, 
brought lhe water upon the road. 
H e was 
directed to grade the road. 
Yv'as he to 
leave the water there, or carry it off? 
W as he to m ake a reservoir ot people’s 
lands along the road and ha sued on his 
bond? 
Supervisor Tebbets said he didn’t pro­ 
pose to drain people’s ranches, but if the 
water conld be carried off through ditches 
it should be done. 
Supervisor Greer said that if the lower 
Stockton ro-id was properly graded the 
water would go to A lder crees. It was the 
duty of the Btiard to require the Overseer 
to grade toe m id . 
Mr. Sims said he didn't propose to object 
to any provision that m ight be made to 
carry oil the surplus drainage water, but he 
did object to having all the water dum ped 
upon his property. H e intim ated that 
Supervisor Greer had trot been consistent 
in his position on the question of the 
drainage of that locality. 
Supervisor Greer replied that he had ad­ 
vocated this very system of reclamation 
for more lin n tw enty years—to have the 
surface drainage of that section carried off 
toward Freeport. 
Mr. Chance said the duty of an Overseer 
of roads was to do the greatest good to the 
greatest r.nmber. The water should be 
conducted from the road to Sims’ lake, and 
th e n provision should be m ade to carry it 
farther on and relieve the lake. 
Superv’sor Bates thought that the whole 
discussion was prem ature. Nothing should 
be d o n e’until the committee appointed on 
the im provem ent of the city drainage canal 
subm its it- report. T hat work should first 
be done, ana then no ham i could come 
from the other. 
Mr. Situs said the committee of lend 
owners had gone with the County Surveyor 
to exam ine the canal, and are ready to go 
again and assist in arriving at some definite 
conclasion as to what is necessary to be 
done. 
Surveyor Boyd said the whole country 
along the caual was under water and n o 
surveying work of consequence could be 
d o n e at present. 
E. \Vr. Foster said that apparently the 
Board did not understand the question, 
and he nrtcsed- 
to explain the “ lay of 
the land in the locali’-y vrhtre the water is 
lving. H e said there was a heavy natural 
slope down to Situs’ lake, and if all the 
water from the low er Stockton road were 
drained directly into it the lake would not 
be raised an inch. 
Fully thirty years ago 
Mr. Greer ha<l talked with him on the sub­ 
ject and advocated then the plan now pro­ 
posed. 
_ . 
Supervisor Bates said he was willing the 
Board should go on and improve the road 
if it could be dene so as to not entail a 
law suit. 
If not, they would be no better 
oft" than before. 
The right way was to go 
o n and improve the ilrainege canal. 
Supervisor R oss—“But 
Sol. Runyon 
comes in and says he will enjoin us if we 
do that." 
Supervisor B ites— ‘Then let the Over­ 
seer tap the road aud let the water go 
w here it will.” 
Mr. Sims said that Mr. Runyon labored 
under a m i-take. W hat he objected to was a 
; hadbeen talked of. Sno i- 


Tkere had 
been a great deal said about improving the 
Lower Stockton road. T hat road was in 
better condition to day. from end to end, 
than any street in this city. In fact, he 
did not know that any complaint of injury 
had been m ade by land-owners along the 
road. T he only purpose seemed to be to 
get the water off from one place upon an­ 
other. 
Mr. Chance said that if the Lower Stock­ 
ton road was a public highway it m ust be 
drained and then graded. 
Supervisor Greer said he was interested 
in the welfare of both the city and county, 
and that such a road existed near the city 
lim its was not commendable. J: should be 
improved, even 
though lawsuits 
were 
threatened. It was a m atter ot cold busi­ 
ness to improve the roads. 
Supervisor Tebbets was iu favor of abid­ 
ing by the repoit of the Canal Committee. 
But he was also in favor of draining the 
lower Stockton road into Alder creek, a 
natural water course. If the improvement 
of the city drainage canal had to be de­ 
layed, that was no reason why the road in 
question should go ungraded at this time. 
Nobody was responsible for the late heavy 
rains. 
The road m ust be improved, and 
the canal later on. it looked as if Mr. 
Sims thought the im provem ent of the 
drainage canal had been abandoned. No­ 
body was opposed to that, however, unless 
perhaps some of the people along its course. 
Mr. Sims thought that if Mr. T, bbets 
had heard the Surveyor’s report read he 
would see that it was proposed to not only 
grade the road, bu; a lso to construct a flume 
aeross the head ot Willow Slough. 
If they 
sim ply graded the road and let the water 
take its course he would not complain, but 
he did not want any flumes to carry the 
water past a natural water course and upon 
his property. 
Supervisor Tebbets said if that was the 
situation he didn’t blame Mr. Sims for ob­ 
jecting. H e had not understood it in that 
way. 
Mr. Sims recognized the fact that the 
string of lakes below Freeport were the 
natural outlet, but himself and neighbors 
did not want water brought upon them 
that otherwise would not come. 
The 
“Pocket” is now full of back-water brought 
through the canal from beyond the ridge. 
H e would ask the Board to set a day and 
have the m atter further considered. The 
Canal Committee were ready to net when­ 
ever the Surveyor could operate. 
The 
natural drainage from the lower Stockton 
road was to W illow slough, along the line 
of the present ditch, but the latter had been 
allowed to fill up. 
After some further discussion Supervisor 
Tebbets moved that Overseer Chance be in­ 
structed to sim ply grade the road as soon 
as its condition would permit. Carried. 
It was then agreed between Mr. Sims and 
Surveyor Boyd that the latter should meet 
the Canal Committee, when notified of 
their readiness, and w ith them proceed to 
the vicinity of Freeport and do whatever 
was possible toward arriving at an estimate 
of the cost required to open up and improve 
the canal. 
The Board then took a recess til! this 
m orning.

Washington, Janizary Sth.—In the Senate 
this morning Senator V'oorhees called up ilie 
resolution offered by him yesterday in relation 
to the alleged interference by t hambetB, the 
United bcate» District Attorney at Indianapolis, 
to prevent the arrest of NY. W. Dudley on a 
chargeoí vioiatiug the election laws of Indiana 
in the Presidential election, and proceeded to 
address th- .Senate. 
lie spoke of the crime as having inflicted an 
indelible stain on th e memorable election and 
impeached the integrity of the political result 
th at followed. The l*ct of the crime was open. 
It was universally known and practically con- 
ft ->ed by its perp jlrators. And yet, by constant 
vigilance in obstructing the law and denying 
and preventing ju^ice, the crime had thus far 
gone unpunished. The beneficiary of a polluted 
ba 1 n-box is now in high place, and he ha* felt 
compelled to shield the corrupt instrument of 
that success from the peuaities due such no­ 
torious guilt. 
Voorhefcs sent to the Clerk’s de k and had 
read the notorious “ Blocks of Five ” letter, 
aud then went on to tay that the days and 
weeks which immediately followed the publi­ 
ca’ion of th tt polluted’ and polluting cam­ 
paign document would always be remembered 
lor the auda-ity and fecundity with which 
most self-v-vident falsehoods were conceived and 
put forth by the Republican press to avoid and 
escape the hgal penalties of an organized at­ 
tem pt at wholesale bribery. 
Ih is document, emanating officiary from the 
National Republican Committee, had pointed 
ou*, he said that there was an ample corrup­ 
tion fund ready in baud ami gave explicit d i­ 
rections for its use by agents selected for their 
skill in such rascality. He spoke of Dudley as 
the immediate personal representative in the 
National Republican Committee, of Benjamin 
Harrison, then caididdte for 
he Presidency 
and now President of the United .States, lie 
v.'a* put unon that committee at the earnest re­ 
quest of Hurrisou, aud between them were the 
most confidential auo personal relations. They 
h d been political SUrhtse twins ia the State of 
In diana, and w htu, therefore, the scheme of 
bribery and corruption was exposed on the 31st 
cl cctober, near and far, as fast as lightning, 
was carried the shamelul story. Was it to be 
supposed tnat Dudley left without advice, in­ 
struction a-d A'S stance. Senator Quay, Chair­ 
m an o. the National Repub ican Committee and 
Ser.utor irom the State ot Pennsylvania, arrived 
in Indiai-Hpolis and held repeated and pro­ 
tracted c o lk rer ct-s with those who held the 
fate of Dudley ai-.d the interests of the Republi­ 
can party in the hollow oí their hands. 
(.¿uay— I say it is not true tiiat in Indianap­ 
olis 1 conferred with those who held the Re­ 
publican party in the hollow of their hand, or 
coufeired witn anyone in regard to Dudley’s 
case.” 
Yohrhees— ‘Docs the Senator deny that he 
called ou President-elect Hairison in In iianap- 
O lis ?” 
Quay—“I called on President-elect Harrison ” 
Y oorhees-“ ih e .-euator wiil not blame me 
if I driw the inference that he wanted the 
prosecution of Dudley stopped, aud that he 
w ent to Indianapolis to see him, and he did say 
certain tbiugs in quarters where it w. uld do the 
xnost good aud with emphasis that was not for­ 
gotten." 
Yoorbees went on to speak of Dudley’s threats 
of the use of dy: aimtc which he uad in his 
pocket in case au attem pt was made to inflict 
punishment, upon him. and also criticised se­ 
verely tlu part which Judge Woods was repie 
f-euted as taking in preventing the finding of a 
bill of indictment against Dudley. In view of 
the indignity, injustice and the open outrage 
inflicted upon the people of Indiana in the 
name and by authority of the Republican Na­ 
tional committee, aided and abetted by action 
of the Federal Court, it would not have been 
strauge as a representative of that insulted ; eo- 
ple that he should liae to know by whose in­ 
st ructions and by what authority of law a re­ 
sponsible law oiiicer of the Government in In- 
dianapoli> felt himself warranted a few weeks 
ago in ordering the United States Commissioner 
not to issue a wurraut for Dudley’s arrest when 
he ventured to return to Indianapolis for the 
first time it more than a year. 
In behalf o! the people of Iudiana. he de­ 
sired the Attcrney-Geueral of the United elates 
to inform the Senate whether the actiou of his 
official subordinate was inspired by his instruc­ 
tions, or met now with his approval. No better 
opj>ortuni:y could present itself to President 
Harrison than was now presented to define his 
connection with Dudley aud with Dudley’s 
rime. 
In conclusion, Yoorhecs declared that bribe- 
vers, bribe takers and all indorsers of bribery 
.ould be regarded as pirates aud enemies of 
ie human race. 
Edmunds offered 
an 
amendment for the 
preamble at d resolution so as to strike out tne 
preamble and make it read: ‘ That the Att.ir- 
nev-General be aud he is hereby instructed to 
inform the senate what instructions, if any, the 
Department of Justice has given District Attor­ 
ney Changers for the District of Iudiana on the 
eu jeet or the arrest of W. W Dudley, or his ex­ 
emption from arrest, and by what authority of 
law, if an ”, -uch instructions liad been given, 
and that é i .es of all such correspondence be 
transm itted to the Senate.” 
He expr.*oid (sarcastically) his admiration 
a 1 d concurrence in the beautiful tribute of toe 
Senator from Indiana to the value of political 
m oialitv. 
lie also gave his adhesion to Voor- 
hees’ den n i itiou of political immorality. If 
Dudley had doue|the thing imputed to him , he 
coinmitte : , if not a crime agaiust the United 
States, a crime agauitt that class « f public 
morality which the Senator has so beautifully 
described, aud which, as he said, was so es-eu- 
tial to the safety aud prosperity of republican 
institutions 
It might have bec-n a forgery. 
There were instaures of such political forgeries 
about the time of the Piesidential e ections— 
such as the “ Morey” letter. 
But he was glad 
the leaders of the Democratic pariy had ap- 
purentlv reformed, and that now at least on the 
anniversary of the battle o! New Orleans, there 
was some evidence of allegiance to the princi­ 
ples ot :he only real Democrat he had ever 
heard of.

T H E W O R LD ’S F A IR . 


T he C hicago llo o m ers H ave Scored a 
P o in t iu th e H ouse. 
Washington, January 8th.—The action of the 
House Committee ou Foreign Affairs iu decid­ 
ing to consider the World’s Fair bill has caused 
a lively commotion among the representa­ 
tives ot the cities that are striving to secure the 
fair. 
The impression is growing that the Chicago 
people have scored an advantage in getting a 
bill before the committee that is supposed to 
lean in their favor, aud the other claimants are 
resentful over what they regard as a breach of 
the spirit of the agreement entered into by the 
four cities. 
^ This morning Representative Flower saw 
Speaker Reed, and getting him to call several 
members of the Committee on Rules together, 
earnestly requested on behalf of New York, 
Washington and -t. Louis that immediate pro­ 
visión be made for the appointment of a Select 
Committee to consider tne World’s Fair bill, 
and relieve the Foreign Affairs Committee of iu 
self-imposed task. 
The Committee on Rules wrill p'obably act ou 
the request to morrow. 
At present some of the 
members think well of the proposition to re­ 
port to the House something iu the nature of a 
setot instructions to the Foreign A flairs Com­ 
mittee which will direct it to lormulate a bill 
setting the time for the World’s Fair and m ak­ 
ing a suitable appropriation to meet the ex­ 
pense, but leaving to the Home the selection of 
the place where the fair is to be held. 
Washington, January 8th.—The Senate Spe­ 
cial Committee on the World’s Fair of J832 met 
this morning and decided that St. Louis be 
heard to-day. Chicago to-morrow, Washington 
Friday and New York Saturday. 
Governor Francis opened the discussion on 
behalf of St. Louis. He said he and the gentle­ 
men with him came to represent people who 
were hospitable by instinct, aud were schooled 
iu ei tertaining. If they could not convince the 
committee that St. Louis was well able to take 
charge of the great Inter national Exposition 
they would not ay claim to it. They believed 
that great good would accrue to the nation from 
the location of the lair at St. Louis. 
He was fo.lowed by colonel C. H. Jones of St. 
Louis, who spoke in high eulogy of that city. 
He hoped every foreign visitor to the coming 
exjK)Miiou would visit Washington aud see 
for himself the home and workings of the 
Fed. ral Government, but while that foreign 
visitor contemplated it, he would naturally ask: 
“ Whence comes ihe dj munic force that propels 
and the wealth that suppi rts that popular en­ 
gine?” aud the exposition would point him di­ 
rectly to the wonderful Mississippi valley, the 
principal seat of the nation’s prcducrions and 
where, in a not far distant day, would be found 
a population far outnumbering the teeming 
millions of Europe. Iu that valley lay 8t. Louis, 
the central metropolis of its distributing system. 
St. Louis asked the committee to consider 
th es; facts in locating the World’s Fair. One 
of the competing cities (meaning New York) 
point- d to ihe ease u iih which that city could 
be reached by foreign visitors. If the desire 
was to make a good impression on foreigners, 
then questio; ally the lair should be held near 
the center of the n&tiou’s productiveness and 
power. It was a question of population which 
should determine the location of the Exposition 
and not the preference of a Corporal’s guard of 
foreigners who might possibly be induced to at­ 
tend it. In connection with ihe population he 
asked attention to the map hung iu the Com­ 
mittee room, with circles of a radius of 500 miles 
around the cities of New York, Chicago aud St. 
Louis. That map shows, he said, the popula­ 
tion of 20,110,000 around New York, *21,700.000 
around Chicago aud 23,800,0.-0 arouud St. Louis. 
These figures were based ou the census of 1880. 
Taking the population of the present time New 
York would represent 25 000,000, Chicago 27,000,­ 
000 and St. Louis SO.OOO.OOu. 
The speaker then took up the question of 
transportation facilities, and showed that the 
railroad mileage within the New York circle 
was if 0 0 miles, within the Chicago circle 
65,000 miles and the St. Louis circle 70,000 miles. 
That me*nt that not only was there a larger 
popu’ation within easy reaching distance of St. 
Louis, but that it has a very mark» d advantage 
over tne other cities, and that this was inde­ 
pendent of 20,0 0 miles ot river navigation con­ 
nected by the Mississippi river with the wharves 
of St. Louis. 
Jones spoke at some length of the admirable 
sites around St. Louis, of ihe abundant water 
s ppiy. hotel accommodations, etc . and closed 
by *ayi g that should St. Louis’ petition be de­ 
nied she will not retire sulking, but will ad­ 
dress herself promptly to set in motion the re­ 
sources of her trade territory. 
Ex Governor Staudard followed Mr. Jones in 
u brief address, after which the committee ad­ 
journed until Friday, when Washington’s repre­ 
sentatives will be heard.

K en tu c k y D istillers A re N ot in F a v o r of 
F re e W hisky. 
Washington, January 8th.—The Ways and 
Means Committee this morning heard more ar­ 
guments on the tobacco question, and in the 
afternoon lie^.d several gentlemen connected 
with wine and spirit interests. 
George T. Staeg of Ke tucky read a statement 
and said the distillers do not *»sk a repeal of the 
internal revenue laws, as it would, while in­ 
creasing business temporarily, result in over­ 
production and depression. They would like to 
have the tax reduced from ninety to fifty cents 
agallón 
There were ether mailers iu which 
the distillers sought relief aud they were con­ 
nected with the administration of the law. 
F. G Earnest of New Oneans, representing 
rice millers, asked that iu Ihe new tariff bill the 
definition of various kiuds of rice be made more 
exact. 
Congressman Lansing of New York endeav­ 
ored to impress up the committee the desira­ 
bility of giving agriculturis s the same degree of 
protection as given to manufacturers. The bus­ 
iness of raising seeds was practically a m anu­ 
facture. He wanted the duty oí 40 cents a 
bushel ou peas and beans iai?ed for seeds 20 
cents instead of 10 cents, and 51 instead of 52 oa 
hay. 
The representatives of many leading cut- 
tobacco manufacturers of the country met here 
to-day and organized a trade mark association, 
having tor iis object the protection of its mem­ 
bers in the United Ftat-s legitimate trade 
marks.
